Sunflower,  Mammoth  Russian. — Easily  grown  and  makes 
an  excellent  addition  to  any  poultry  ration  as  the  grain  is  very 
rich  in  both  oil  and  protein  This  variety  is  also  being  grown 
with  success  as  a silage,  especially  in  Western  North  Dakota 
and  Montana.
